“A HURRIED TRIP 

THROUGH THE 
WESTERN FRONT 


Splendid Lecture Given by 
W. A. Ruchanan, M.P. 

In Aid of Red Cross 

The lecture upder the auspices of 
the Vulcan Branch of the Red Cross 
Society by W. A. Buchanan, M. P.,/of 
Lethbridge on Wednesday evening 
the 11th inst., was listened to by an 
audience which made up in attention 
and appreciation what it lacked in 
numbers. The subject of the lecture 
was “A Hurried Trip Through the 
Western Front” and was delivered by 
the speaker in a very pleasing man¬ 
ner, and was more of the nature of a 
simple, every-day account of his trip 
told in an interesting way which was 
easy to follow. 

Mr. Buchanan sailed from New 
York in June last and was a guest of 
the British government to see some¬ 
thing of the war effort of 01*681 Brit¬ 
ain and France. The transport on 
which he sailed was accompanied by 
twelve others, which, thirteen in all, 
carried 40,000 American troops, there 
being on board the transport with 
Mr. Buchanan about 25000 American 
officers and men. They were protect¬ 
ed by destroyers along side of them 
and air ships above them all the way 
over. From England Mr. Buchanan 
went on to France and landed at Bou¬ 
logne at which point Mr. Buchanan 
stated nearly all of the troops were 
landed, as Calais was principally us¬ 
ed for transporting the sick and wound 
ed soldiers back to England. On ar¬ 
rival in Boulogne, they were imme¬ 
diately driven in autos to a large build 
ing where a lecture was given to them 
by an officer on gas. They were then 
taken to another building and supplied 
with gas masks which they were told 
they, must wear. After this they 
were subjected to a gras attack in a 
mild form. This was followed by an 
attack of real poisonous gas for the 
purpose of making sure that they 
knew how to use their masks. He 
said that it was no wonder the sold¬ 
iers hated the enemy if it were for 
nothing else but having to wear these 
masks, and he said “if any man had to 
put on a gas mask and wear it as the 
soldieqg had to wear it, he would be 
very willing to do all possible to de¬ 
feat the enemy.” He added that in 
his opinion the Kaiser and his fellow 
criminals should be punished, even if 
they had done nothing else but used 
poisonous gas, and if he had his way 
they would be executed. 

Mr. Buchanan visited the noted 
battle fields of Vimy Ridge, and Arras 


and also Ypres in Belgium. All these 
cities have been absolute destroyed, 
and are nothing but a mass of shell 
holes, barbed wire, etc. The Hun 
seemed to take a delight in destroying 
and a special one in destroying chur¬ 
ches and cathedrals. Verdun, the 
scene of a two year siege by the Ger¬ 
mans was also visited by him, and he 
said that the loss of life to the French 
in defending Verdun was exceedingly 
great, but the enemy never set his 
foot there, but made all attacks by 
means of shells and bombs. 

He also visited the Canadian HeaiL 
quarters of General Currie and his 
staff. He said. Gen. Currie is one of 
the finest looking men he ever saw, a 
big, able Scotchman, forty-three years 
of age. He is a military leader of no 
mean ability, in the war. He is loved 
by his men and highly regarded by the 
French ‘and British. He said the Can 
adians had reason to be proud of what 
impression our boys had made and 
upon his asking a French officer “over 
there” about our boys, he answered 
him by relating the following: At the 
time of the spring drive when the re¬ 
fugees were leaving sections of France 
and going away behind the lines for 
safety, one party of refugees met a 
contingent of Canadian soldiers who 
were being sent up to hold a certain 
part of the lines. The refugees asked 
them where they w.ere going and up¬ 
on being told, they said that had they 
known the Canadian soldiers were 
coming to hold the lines, they would 
have stayed where they were, for the 
Canadians always held the line 
wherever they were. This would give 
us an idea of the impression made by 
our boys at the front. 

The speaker mentioned the fine 
work done by the British Ministry of 
Information, and attributed to it a 
good deal of credit for assisting to 
bring about an early peace. The Ger¬ 
mans would not believe that Ameri¬ 
can soldiers were at the front in large 
numbers. This information was kept 
from them, while as a matter of fact 
there were almost two million in 
France. However a scheme was ad¬ 
opted by the Allies by which the Ger¬ 
mans gradually became convinced of 
the large number of men and large a- 
mount of ammunition against them. 
When German soldiers were taken 
prisoners, some half a dozen or so 
were taken behind the lines and were 
shown the camps of the soldieis and 
the ammunition stored there. Then 
they were let free and allowed to go 
back to the German lines, when we 
may be sure they related all that they 
had seen. This served to convince the

Hun of what he was up against and 
helped no doubt to bring about peace. 

Mr. Buchanan laid much stress on 
the necessity of continuing the work 
of the Red Cross for at least six 
months to come. He pointed out that 
after the South African war it took 

X or eight months *o «ret the men. 
back and said it would take at least 
a -year to get our men home and in 
the meantime they required the sup¬ 
plies from Red Cross Societies as be¬ 
fore. He spoke very highly of the ex¬ 
cellent work done by the Red Cross 
over there in their booths and dressing 
stations, and said that he had seen 
supplies from Southern Alberta. He 
was satisfied everything made by the 
women here and sent over had reach¬ 
ed there destination and anyone who 
spread reports that supplies did- not 
reach there must have been Pro-Ger¬ 
man. - 

Mr. Buchanan spoke in the highest 
terms of the work done by the wo¬ 
men of Britain, France and other 
countries, including Canada, in the 
war and said he could safely say that 
without the work of the women the 
war could not have been won. He had 
seen them repairing roads in England 
working in the ship yards, amunition 
factories, and replacing men in almost 
every line of work, to ray nothing of 
these women who were busy caring 
for the wounded. 

Mr. Trail introduced the speaker 
with a few remarks in regard to Red 
Cross work. Miss Mason furnished 
piano music which was much appre¬ 
ciated. • A hearty vote of thanks was 
tendered the speaker for his kindness 
in giving his services for the Red 
Cross, also a vote of thanks to Miss 
Mason. The neat sum of $30.00 
was collected by the Misses Fair and 
Travis for the Red Cross.

CANADA’S PENSIONS 

WILL BE HEAVY 

Sir Thomas White the Minister of 
Finance, has forwarded to Sir Robert 
Borden, Prime Minister, who is in 
London for* the peace conference, full 
particulars as to the war expenditure 
of the Dominion, also the annual pen¬ 
sion burden which will result from the 
war. 

The total expenditure of Canada is 
estimated at $1,068,000,000 to Novem¬ 
ber 30, and to March 31 next it is esti¬ 
mated at $1,290,000,000. To this esti¬ 
mate should be added the amount of 
war outlay which will be necessary 
after March 31, 1919, which may ex¬ 
ceed $300,000,000. 

The pension load is estimated at 
$30,000,000 per year and probably 
more. 

• Canada's rfeTflebt at March 31, 1914 
$as $336,000,000, and the net debt to 
March 31, 1919, it is estimated will 
total $1,500,000,000.

Is there a danger of us forgetting 
the lessons of the war, losing sight of 
the idealism which was more or less 
a part of our argument for the war 
itself from the Allied standpoint? 

That this danger Exists is allowed. 
We are naturally of short memories, 
,and in the the excitement and interest 
of the reconstruction period it is more 
than likely that in order to gain ends 
we are liable to lose sight fif some of 
the larger problems which concern not 
only ourselves' but others/also. Air- 
ready this spirit is apparent in the 
various criticisms of what^he league 
of nations ought to be. This idea, de¬ 
veloped from the outline suggestions 
thrown out by a few international 
thinkers, readily found a response with 
the majority of people. The mere 
suggestion of any arrangement which 
would so curtail activities of a mili¬ 
tary nature as to preclude the possi¬ 
bility of the horrors of war such as 
the world has recently come through 
found many supporters. But now 
th$t the actual conflict has ended we 
are already perceiving the fine hands 
of varied interests throwing out ten¬ 
tative suggestions which, if followed 
up, would lead to the betterment of 
those Interests at the expense of some 
one else. It has not taken -long for 
the horrors of war to be dimmed in the 
mist of commercial strategy. And 
such an instance is only one. We will 
find the same spirit emanating from 
many quarters as time goes on as 
each class or mass interest comes up 
for consideration. We shall be apt to 
foraet the lessons of the war in the 
struggle aroused through commercial 
interests. And that is where the 
danger lies today. If we are to profit 
by the war and give democracy the 
true foothold we must see to it that 
no special priviliges are grabbed by 
any special or separate class whether 
commercial or not. The war was for 
all inasmuch as it was a war for the 
people, and the benefit must accrue to 
the people. Many and drastic will be 
suggestions for reform from all quar¬ 
ters many will be the attempts to take 
advantage on the full tide of public 
opinion, but these impulses must be 
held in check. Everything muri be 
dealt with in proportion to its import¬ 
ance to the nation and in its relation 
to other needs. The after-the-war 
period must be a period not for tear¬ 
ing dowrn and abolition, but a period

The war, happily, has shown a tend¬ 
ency to change all that/ and it no 
more a criminal act to endow your 
friends With something useful. Nec¬ 
essity has forced us all to realize that 
the world can very well do without 
the unessential trimmings to which 
we had fallen, and nowadays we can 
give our friends presents that in the 
old days would appear to have far too 
personal a hint in them. It is as well 
it should be so. It reduces the manu- 


:hildren light the candles. A house of 


nerriment is better than a house of 
nourning. 

Remember, everyone is rushed dur- 
ng the holidoy season, and more ac¬ 
cidents are liable to happen, so that 
?xtra precaution should be taken to 
prevent fires. 

Have a Merry Christmas, not a sor¬ 
ry one.

A pleasant sidelight on the attitude 
of the Belgian people toward British 
people and institutions has been given 
in a letter from Liege, where the citi¬ 
zens banded themselves, early in the 
war, into private clubs for the pur¬ 
pose of studying the English lang¬ 
uage. Their main desire was t* be 
able to greet the British soldiers when 
they came, and in order to master the 
difficulties of the language they en¬ 


gaged two Englishwomen then in the 
city to teach them. English grammar 
was diligently studied, debates and 
lectures were given in English, and at 
every opportunity the English way of 
saying things was cultivated, with 
due secretiveness from German ears. 
The result was that when the British 
soldiers entered Liege they heard 
themselves being welcomed in fluent, 
correct and enthusiastic language of 
their own kind.

THE COMING DEMOCRACY 

CRy H. W. Wood, President United 
Farmers of Alberta.) 

You want something on the “CofSU 
ing Democracy.” To begin with, I 
do not know whether it is really com¬ 
ing or not. But if it does, and is the 
genuine article, it will be known by 
many unmistakable signs. 

It will be a democracy of the nat¬ 
ions. One nation can no more play at 
the game of real democracy than one 
man can play at base ball. 

We will suppose a league of nations 
is formed for the purpose of develop¬ 
ing democracy. The very first thing 
necessary for them to do will be to 
remove all trade barriers. A league 
of nations can no more play at the 
game of democracy without thus 
clearing the ground than a baseball 
team could play at their game on a 
field laid out among barb-wire entang¬ 
lements. 

Each nation must specialize on giv¬ 
ing the service for which it is best 
adapted. For instance, Canada is es¬ 
pecially well adapted for contributing 
agricultural products. Britain, on ac¬ 
count of over-population, is especial¬ 
ly adapted for giving industrial pro¬ 
ducts. Let each specialize on the pro¬ 
duction which it is best qualified to 
give all working together democrati¬ 
cally. 

Suppose the ball pitcher would in¬ 
sist that he was going to do his share 
of the catching, the first - baseman 
that he was going to do his share of 
the pitching, etc., and still they would 
be no more unreasonable in their at¬ 
titude, or hostile to the success of the 
team than Canada has beed UaMMUfr 
able in her attitude fcWMd Britain 
for the last 80 years, in trying to de¬ 
velop industrialism, for which she is 
not specially adapted, she has pala- 
lyzed her own agriculturism for which 
she is exceedingly well qualified, and 
has obstructed the development of 
democratic 'imperialism. The Captain 
Britain, has looked on these foolish 
antics with infinite patience. Base¬ 
ball players have more wisdom. 

This league of democracy must 
have a code of laws to which every 
nation must subscribe, and obey. This 
code need no more interfere with the 
identity, entity or liberty of one of 
these notions than the rulers of the
